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Drive-In Left Lasting Memories

People of a certain age will have memories of 
going to a drive-in movie theater. As little children, 
the back seat of the family car became a playground 
until it was time for the movie to begin. Then we’d be 
admonished to settle down with our buckets of popcorn, 
piles of candy, and tankards of soda pop. 

But who can remember when you didn’t need 
to leave the Tri-Town area to enjoy going to a drive-in? 
Rochester was home to one of the first drive-in movie 
theaters on the south coast. We cast a wide net to capture 
as many memories as possible of those days when people 
could go to a drive-in right here in Rochester. 

The Carreau family lived on Mattapoisett Road 
in Rochester. A large family with 10 children (six boys 
and four girls), the father worked long, hard hours as 
an overseer in the mills of New Bedford. Leo was an 
enterprising man who must have had a good amount of 
imagination coupled with know-how. As his son, the now 
89-year-old Gerard, walked down Memory Lane, we were 
introduced to a father who was a fascinating and dynamic 
man. 

Carreau said his father held a high position in the 
mills where he worked long hours. His son said that “as 
a hobby,” he struck upon the idea of building a drive-in 
movie theater in his own backyard. “It was located next 
door to Church’s farm,” Carreau began. “There was a 
stage and a big screen in the backyard.” He described 
how his father constructed berms in two loops across the 
lot so that “the cars would pitch upwards at the nose.” 
The speakers were strung among the nearby trees. 

Carreau’s memories come to him as a river flows 
in spring, fast and easily. Exhausting a burst of memory,

he waits quietly until another thought comes along. “He 
rented the films, I suppose, like ‘Frankenstein Meets the 
Werewolf.’” He chuckled gently at that memory as he also 
recalls the cowboy movies and cartoons. 

More memories came knocking. “At intermission, 
he’d play a game like ‘Name That Tune’ and, if you 
guessed right, you'd get a pot of big silver dollars!” 
Carreau laughs again, enjoying the opportunity to share 
what are obviously very fond memories. There was 
dancing and singing up on the stage, his memory offered, 
with everyone getting into the fun. 

Carreau said that his father also purchased a 
building shaped like a bucket from the Doane family of 
Rochester. He placed the building at the entrance to the 
lot and sold ice cream, candy, and, he thinks, possibly hot 
dogs and hamburgers. That structure would later be sold, 
he said, to Poyant’s Cider Mill in Acushnet. “The kids, us, 
we had to prep the food, you know.” It was all hands on 
deck, he said.

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a carload or 50 cents a carload, depending on whose 
memory one taps. Carreau said that he was about 12 when 
the theater was in operation around 1951. Others thought 
it ran until the 1960s. Carreau said his father only had the 
theater open for about five years, but, regardless of the 
cost of admission or the timeframe, the experience left 

an impression on many in the Tri-Town and surrounding 
area. 

“There would be crowds on the weekends,” 
Carreau recalled, but for him and his siblings, “We could 
watch the movies from our living room.” 

To protect possibly the most significant 
investment of all, the projector, the senior Carreau built 
a little house, his son remembered. “It was dug into the 
ground so the cars could see over it.” 

“This was before TV, you know,” Carreau stated, 
an era when going to the motion pictures was a popular 
form of entertainment as leisure time became a reality for 
working people. 

The first outdoor theater is said to have been 
built sometime in the 1910s, but the first patented drive- 
in theater came along in 1933. Richard Hollingshead 
of New Jersey was granted a patent. It must have been 
a significant personal triumph. As that story goes, 
Hollingshead wanted his mother to be able to comfortably 
watch movies. But the narrow seats in the indoor theaters 
were simply not wide enough for her. Later Hollingshead 
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Dan Gagne submitted a photo of this ticket from the Rochester 
Auto Theater he found in his basement during a renovation last 
year. What a deal at 30 cents!

The heyday came 
during the 1950s and ‘60s as families grew in suburban 
sprawl farther away from town and city centers. In areas

Then came the ‘70s. Technological advances in 
color televisions and later compact recording equipment 
made watching films at home convenient. Indoor theaters 
survived the advent of the video cassette recorder, but the 
drive-in became an endangered species as cars became 
smaller and land more expensive. As attendance at the

developers. The age of the drive-in movies slipped away. 
Today there are only 300 drive-in theaters in the country. 

Herbert LaFleur recalls the Rochester Drive-In this 
way: “They had a big screen in the back of the house.... 

It cost 50-cents [and] every time I go by that place, I think 
about it.” Lois Ennis remembered the ice cream stand 

and the movie screen, but other images have faded with 
time. Art Brenner recalls the scary movies and going there 
with his mother, father, and brother occasionally. Several 
more people could remember the location of the theater, 
but memories of going, other than to say they went, were 
simply gone like the theater itself. 

But wait, one senior citizen remembers the 
Rochester Drive-In as if it were an oasis in a desert. Brad 
Hathaway of Mattapoisett was a young teenager when his 
father purchased land on Wolf Island Road to carve out 
cranberry bogs. 

“Oh, it was awful, hard, terrible work,” 
Hathaway began as his memories were revealed. His 
father conscripted him and his brother to the bullwork 
of turning swamps into bogs. “We wanted to be with 
our friends on Saturday, but we had to work on those 
bogs.” He described the blood, sweat, and tears of those 
Saturdays toiling in the swampy woods, but come 
evening, they were treated to movies at the Rochester 
Drive-in Theater. “It was great fun; it was our joy! If we 
didn’t have that to look forward to, we would have lost 
our minds,” Hathaway said with a laugh. He recalled 
Tarzan, Wolfman, and cowboy movies. “It was great; I 
could never forget the Rochester Drive-In.” 

Sadly, the Carreau family has no documented 
evidence that the Rochester Drive-In ever existed on 
Mattapoisett Road. But they do have many lasting 
memories of their childhood, including having one of 
the first TVs in Rochester and later one of the first color 
TVs. And yes, even a bowling alley in the basement for 
the family’s personal use. “We had pool tables, too,” said 
Gerard Carreau. “My father knew how to keep us busy.” 

Leo Carreau not only provided for his large 
family, but he also gave them and many others something 
far more valuable, the gift of happy memories.

Dr. John Howard, a member of the Marion Board 
of Health, was awoken on February 18 by the news that 
his garage at 62 Water Street in Marion was on fire. No 
one was injured but for a minor injury to a responding 
firefighter who was later treated at Tobey Hospital in 
Wareham and released. 

The detached garage was completely destroyed, 
and a pickup truck outside of it sustained damage 
resulting in a total loss.

“Early in the 
morning, 
the neighbor 
sees the fire. 
By the time 
the trucks 
were there, 
it was all 
engulfed.” 

Dr. Howard said he was sleeping during the 4:00 
am hour when the fire was discovered. “No clue,” he said 
as to the cause. 

“The building is completely destroyed, so it 
leaves little evidence to investigate,” said Marion Fire 
Chief Brian Jackvony. “We’re confident in that it’s not 
suspicious, but the cause is not determined.” 

The Marion Fire Department received the call 
at 4:47 am, dispatched personnel at 4:51 am, and was on 
scene at 4:53 am. Citing close proximity of nearby houses, 
Engine 1 requested a second alarm. Marion requested 
assistance from Wareham and Mattapoisett, and Rochester 
Fire was on call, according to Chief Jackvony. Marion 
responding units included: C-1, C-2, A-2, E-1, E-2, Ladder 
-1, and S-2.

Friends of Bike Path Talk Amenities 
Mattapoisett Board of Selectmen

On February 23, the Mattapoisett Board of 
Selectmen met with Liz DiCarlo of the Friends of the 
Mattapoisett Bike Path to discuss possible amenities for 
Phase 1b and the Industrial Drive section that will one day 
link Mattapoisett to Marion via a continuous bike path. 

DiCarlo said the group had been working 
alongside Selectman John DeCosta to consider such 
matters as benches, fresh water, signage, bike racks, 
wayfarer’s kiosks, sanitary facilities, and rubbish 
containers. She described signs as those that might 
inform recreators about historical points of interest or 
environmental features such as salt marshes. 

The FOBP also wants to approach Old Rochester 
Regional High School for a possible art contest whereby 
the students could submit their creative takes on a 
compass rose that might one day become the model 
for a permanent piece of art imbedded into the bridge 
at Goodspeed Island Road. Selectman Jordan Collyer 
suggested opening the competition up to Old Colony 
Regional Vocational Technical High School also, given 
their “great graphics department,” he said. 

But Selectman Paul Silva, while agreeing 
amenities were important, said, “We have to talk about 
the two most dangerous spots along the bike path, Brandt 
Island Road and Mattapoisett Neck Road.... Until we 
know that those are going to be done, I don’t want to 
spend any money.” 

Silva was referring to the long-held concern that 
the intersections along the aforementioned roadways 
where the bike path is located must be made safer for 
both the bicyclists and motorists. Collyer agreed, saying, 
“I’m not in favor of doing anything until safety issues are 
addressed.” 

When Town Administrator Mike Lorenco said 
that funds would be needed to design the intersection 
and survey the area, both Silva and Collyer responded 
that that work had already been done. DeCosta said that

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any documents regarding such had not been found at 
Town Hall. “We’ve talked about placement of lights and 
identified all that,” said Collyer, who suggested that 
retired Town Administrator Mike Gagne be contacted to 
help clarify the matter. Silva quipped, “I don’t know why 
we need that much equipment — just get the bikers off the 
bikes (at the intersections), problem solved.” 

Collyer also suggested the group explore the 
concept of having residents purchase commemorative 
benches. The board agreed that the FOBP should move 
forward pricing such items as benches, bike rakes, 
and signage and return once figures are secured. The 
selectmen also concurred it was necessary to fast-track 
safety improvements at the intersections discussed. 

Coming before the board with an overview of the 
Waterfront Enterprise FY22 budget was Harbormaster 
Jamie MacIntosh. He explained that retained earnings 
were low and shared, as he had with the Finance 
Committee, his belief that a 20 percent, across-the-board 
increase was necessary for the department’s financial 
viability. 

“Dartmouth charges $205 for a 30-foot vessel, 
Mattapoisett charges $120,” McIntosh stated. He said 
the Towns of Wareham and Marion both support their 
harborside operations in combination with fees collected. 
He said a survey of the south coast and Cape Cod found 
Mattapoisett waterfront fees low by comparison. A 
meeting with the Marine Advisory Board in the coming 
days is planned to discuss fees in greater detail, he told 
the board. 

Silva asked what his retained earnings were, and 
Lorenco said that figure was $36,000. Lorenco added that 
some waterfront funds had been used to balance out the 
budget. MacIntosh said projects had been done; however, 
more harborside work was needed but not currently 
funded. “We'll have to find some unique ways to pay for 
projects,” he said. 

Regarding one line item in the budget, indirect 
costs, Silva expressed dismay at the $76,000 noted. 
Lorenco said part of why that figure was so large was due 
to pension funds for the harbormaster position. Collyer 
said, “Paul, I’m with you; I firmly believe indirect costs 
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are not correct for this department.” 

Silva and Collyer were also not altogether on 
board with the amount of increase MacIntosh was 
suggesting. Silva noted there had been a substantial 
increase in 2017. Collyer said increases should be 
incremental year over year. “Things cost more every 
year,” he said. Silva also didn’t consider Mattapoisett 
and Dartmouth to be comparable. “Our harbor is not as 
protected,” he said. 

MacIntosh also briefed the board on upcoming 
Capital projects such as the repairs to Long Wharf, but 
when he brought up using a $120,000 grant secured from 
the Seaport Economic Council for a harbor management 
study, Collyer questioned its importance. MacIntosh 
said such a study could put the town in a good position 
for securing new grant funding for such things as a new 
harbormaster building, but Collyer said, “What is a 
harbor management plan going to tell us that we don’t 
already know?” He asked MacIntosh to drill down and 
bring to light the benefits of such a study. 

Mike Huguenin of the Mattapoisett Land Trust 
came before the board to discuss the organization’s plans 
to submit “an expression of interest” letter for a future 
Massachusetts Municipal Vulnerability Preparedness 
grant application in the amount of $30,000 and another 
$10,000 match from the community. The money would 
be earmarked for survey work needed on Old Slough 
Road, an old town road previously identified as critical 
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for emergency travel to and from Angelica Point in times 
of natural disasters. Huguenin said of funds needed for 
the match that the area’s residents would willingly donate 
based on many expressing the need for the emergency 
exit. 

On the good-news front, Lorenco said that the 
town had received $60,000 for two analyses that the 
University of Massachusetts will perform. One study will 
evaluate local school consolidation feasibility and the 
other the transfer station operation. 

The Board of Selectmen will meet on Tuesday, 
March 2, at 6:30 pm to continue its budget review and 
again on March 9 for its regular meeting, also at 6:30 pm. 


Lagoon Project Gets Financial Boost 
Marion Board of Selectmen

Good financial news during very trying economic 
times is precious, but it was a good news kind of day on 
February 23 for the Marion Board of Selectmen as Town 
Administrator Jay McGrail was pleased to announce 
Marion has received $250,000 from the state for the lagoon 
cleanup project via the Environmental Bond Bill. 

McGrail publicly thanked Representative Bill 
Straus and the state Department of Environmental 
Protection. 

“This is a great relief. Literally from my first day 
on the job, this is something I’ve been working on with 
you guys,” he said, noting that while there is no formal 
commitment for 2022, the outlook remains positive. “At 
Town Meeting, we’ll be looking for more appropriation, 
but every penny will help us, that’s for sure.” 

McGrail and Marion Finance Director Judy 
Mooney also had a positive report after vast improvement 
on the preliminary budget figures they had received from 
the Old Rochester Regional School District. McGrail told 
the selectmen he met with ORR Superintendent of Schools 
Mike Nelson and Assistant Superintendent of Finance 
and Operations Howie Barber, sharing Marion’s $170,000 
budget deficit with those numbers. “After listening to 
our concerns ... I’m happy to say both ORR and Sippican 
School Committees both have a budget in front of them” 
that can work for both sides, said McGrail. 

ORR will increase its assessment number by 
3.2 percent for FY22 and Sippican School just under 2.5 
percent. 

“T thanked both for listening to our concerns,” 
said McGrail, who intended to present a balanced budget 
to the Marion Finance Committee during its February 24 
meeting. 

The budget season outlook is for the selectmen to 
meet with FinCom and the Marion School Committee in 
a joint session on Wednesday, March 3, and McGrail said 
he would by then have a capital plan recommendation for 
the selectmen to consider. 

Noting the latest information indicating a trend 
toward lower enrollments, Selectman John Waterman 
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referenced his 2019 suggestion for an analysis. “Their 
costs are fixed in the short run, (but) they’re not fixed in 
the long run,” he said. “They can’t assume school choice 
is good without looking at enrollment and capacity.” 
Waterman suggested a five-year outlook, noting that 
while FinCom is historically against school choice, “I am 
not.” 

McGrail is looking to see FinCom vote on the 
budget at its March 10 meeting. 

“Our overall growth is around 2.5 percent, the 
lowest it’s been in a long time,” said McGrail. 

Another way the town intends to recover costs 
in a way it hasn’t been is via a substantial hike that the 
selectmen approved in wastewater Infiltration / Inflow 
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mitigation fees from 60 cents per gallon to $13.80 per 
gallon. McGrail said the new rate reflects Marion’s 
actual costs of I/I mitigation and that the former fee was 
antiquated and never updated. 

While the fees collected go to the Sewer 
Enterprise Fund, Waterman suggested strongly that they 
be tracked in a separate account to ensure they get used 
for I/I reduction. “If we could see it in the financials,” 
he said, also suggesting the $10,000 sewer hookup fee, 
“which technically isn’t just I/I should go in there, too.” 

Waterman stressed for those who might consider 
the hike unfair that $13.80 per gallon is the average price 
it costs the town. “Sometimes, it actually costs more,” he 
said. 

Marion hopes to exponentially increase its 
number of septic users via proposed developments in 
town, and the selectmen discussed a citizens’ petition for 
an annual Town Meeting warrant article seeking Zoning 
Classification for property owned by Matthew Zucker. 

McGrail, who met with Zucker and Board of 
Selectmen Chairman Randy Parker, reported that Zucker 
has indicated he is willing to have a pretty serious 
discussion with a density cap, “similar to where we are 
with Henry DeJesus.” 

Waterman suggested representatives put it right 
out there that the town needs assistance from developers 
in upgrading undersized water mains, so he is “not 
blindsided with it.” McGrail told the selectmen that he 
encouraged Zucker to come before the Planning Board to 
share his ideas. 

Attorney Patricia McArdle attended the Zoom 
meeting and indicated that Zucker reported to her a very 
positive meeting with Marion’s representative and has 
also talked with developer Ken Steen. 

In a 4:15 pm appointment, Chief of Police Richard 
Nighelli recommended the appointment of two new 
full-time officers, Stephen Dawson and Randy Jacob, to 
fill two of the department’s vacancies. The selectmen 
approved both recommendations and welcomed Dawson 
and Jacob to the town. 

From New Jersey with family connections in 
Massachusetts, Dawson is a graduate of the police 
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academy in Fort Lauderdale, Florida, and has worked 

for the Broward County Sheriff’s Department. He met 
Massachusetts’ Municipal Training requirements through 
his work in Florida and brings experience as a therapist 
and a degree in psychology that Nighelli said would 
help the town on a regular basis and especially with 
individuals amidst mental health crisis. 

Jacob, a Westport native living in Fall River, 
graduated in 2019 from the MPTA in Randolph and has 
been working for the Fall River Police Department in its 
Environmental Division patrolling the city’s watershed 
and forest area, focusing on illegal dumping, regular 
service, domestics, and alarms. 

Both officers are appointed effective February 28 
to one-year probationary periods. 

The Board of Selectmen holds a special meeting 
on Thursday, February 25, at 6:00 pm via Zoom to review 
concepts and receive feedback on the strained parking 
situation on Hiller Street. The selectmen resume their 
regular schedule next week, meeting on Tuesday, March 
2, at 4:00 pm, and will also join the Finance and School 
Committees for a joint session on Wednesday, March 3, at 
7:00 pm. 


Budget Season Aims at Town Meeting 
Mattapoisett Capital Planning Committee and Finance Committee

There is no doubt it is budget season. Just a 
glance at posted public meetings and one quickly finds 
Mattapoisett’s Capital Planning and Finance Committees 
pushing towards the goal of assisting in the development 
of the FY22 budget that will ultimately be presented at 
Town Meeting. 

But long before the committees began their 
work, Town Administrator Mike Lorenco was busy 
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helping department heads with their individual budgets, 
expenses, and future needs, all data points that other 
boards and committees need for the final FY22 budget. 

Once again chaired by Chuck McCullough, the 
Capital Planning Committee will also be sitting down 
with department heads as their immediate FY22 needs 
and long-range, big-ticket projects and items are taken 
into consideration. 

On February 17, the committee members, which 
include Ellen Driscoll, Mike Dahill, Allan Apperson, 
Mike Rosa, and Robert Bergman, came together with 
McCullough for an overview discussion of the requests 
presented thus far by the department heads. New this 
year to the review process is the inclusion of proposed

funding sources for each line item and additional line 
items previously not included on the committee’s 
spreadsheet. 

First up for discussion was the Police 
Department's vehicle purchases, an annual expense 
covering two new cruisers financed from a combination 
of free cash and tax-levy funds, listed at $55,000 each. 
Rosa asked about the cost of the vehicles. Lorenco, who 
was also in attendance, explained that the basic vehicle 
cost was approximately $37,000 but, with the additional 
equipment required by a police department, the cost came 
in as listed. 

No other items were listed for FY22 from the 
Police Department. A quick look at subsequent years 
found $75,000 for the repaving of the parking lot in FY23 
from free cash and solar panels for the station estimated at 
$20,000. A bit further out, pegged into FY24, was $100,000 
for the repointing of the police station structure from the 
capital reserve fund. 

The Fire Department’s requests were next to be 
examined with some discussion surrounding the need 
for a fire inspector’s sport-utility vehicle estimated at 
$42,500 from free cash and listed for FY22. Lorenco said 
Fire Chief Andrew Murray would need the opportunity 
to justify the request, saying, “I’m not in favor of the 
inspector’s vehicle.... Can we use an older pickup?” He 
said, however, that it was important to allow the line item 
to “go through the process.” 
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McCullough added to the discussion. “We’ve 
somewhat lost control of vehicles. We look at the sale of 
old vehicles to help defray costs and trim the fleet.” He 
wondered aloud at the values of retiring vehicles. 

The only other item listed for the Fire Department 
for FY22 was $14,500 from free cash for pontoons for 
the SAFE boat. New to the department's list but not 
scheduled for the immediate future were radio upgrades, 
new fire helmets, thermal imaging cameras, new fire 
apparatuses, and extraction tools. Lorenco had noted 
previously the importance of capturing all possible 
expenses from all departments for planning and funding 
purposes and eliminating the element of surprise. 

The Highway Department's need to replace a 
sidearm mower at an estimated cost of $85,000 funded 
by capital debit exclusion was considered. Highway 
Surveyor Barry Denham had explained during a recent 
meeting with the Finance Committee that it is a necessary 
piece of requirement. Also listed for the department in 
FY22 is a combination device for catch-basin cleaning 
and road sweeping for $249,000 from free cash. This line 
item was not discussed during the meeting but will be 
brought up at a later date. Four additional pieces of heavy 
equipment were listed for coming years as far out as 2031. 

When asked about the manner in which road- 
improvement projects are funded, Lorenco said that 
the bulk of those had been paid for from debt. He then 
explained that the solar array planned for the transfer 
station would help offset those expenses. “When the 
landfill solar comes online, those monies will be used 
for road improvements,” he explained. Lorenco said 
that revenue generated from the sale of power would be 
split between different funds to be determined by the 
selectmen. 

As the committee moved on to local schools, 
the subject of the Old Rochester Regional District school 
budget came up. Lorenco said that the towns would be 
receiving a list of capital needs from the district for the 
first time. McCullough said this was something all three 
towns had been requesting for some time. Lorenco added, 
“Capital items need to be part of the ORR assessment; as 
part of the regional agreement, we vote on one number.” 
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Later in the meeting, McCullough suggested it might 
prove beneficial to hold a Tri-Town capital planning 
meeting with ORR to enact a 10-year plan. Lorenco said Robbins Oil Burner Service 
he would follow-up. . : ee : 

The Sewer Department was briefly examined with Heating And Alr Conditioning 
one line item of particular importance: the Eel Pond sewer 
pipe’s replacement running across the breach. Lorenco oy 
said that Sewer Superintendent Henri Renauld was 18 Nathaniel's Way 
“chasing a grant,” with the town’s portion anticipated to Rochester, Mass 02770 
be $750,000. Lorenco noted that an April announcement 508-209-1411/508-748-3935 
is expected for the awarding of the grant and, failing that, 
the project would be “pushed off to another year.” : 

On the matter of what to do about the aging town Steve Robbins 
hall and vacant classrooms, Lorenco said he has engaged 
UMass to do a school consolidation analysis, as well as 
an analysis on the operation of the transfer station. Dahill 24 Hour Emergency Service 
added, “At some point, we have to deal with the town 
hall, so the school study needs to get done.” 

The following day the Finance Committee 
took up its budget-review process in a meeting with 
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crossroads of needing a subsidy.” 

MacIntosh then shared information he had 
previously brought to the attention of the Marine 
Advisory Board, saying that fees need to be raised across 
the board. Using Dartmouth as a comparison, MacIntosh 
said that fees charged to boaters are below surrounding 
towns. He said that while he appreciated that people on 
fixed incomes want to enjoy boating, fees are simply too 
low. “Wareham has a fully-funded department and fees,” 
he said. 

MacIntosh said that a 20 percent, across-the-board 
increase is warranted. He doesn’t believe the increase 
would be too much for the boating community to bear. 
Lorenco said that presently the waterfront enterprise fund 
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retained earnings stand at $25,184. Despite COVID-19, 
MacIntosh said the department has been very busy. He 
shared his hope that grant funding would be secured for 
the repairs and improvements needed on Long Wharf. 
The replacement of timber pilings on another wharf was 
pending state permitting, he said. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Capital 
Planning Committee is scheduled for February 24 at 
6:00 pm. The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Finance 
Committee is scheduled for March 4 at 6:00 pm. 


ZBA Approves Revised Waterfront House 
Mattapoisett Zoning Board of Appeals

Stephen E. Goulston of North Easton was 
awarded his special permit to build a new waterfront 
house at 27 Nashawena Road under the condition that 
the Mattapoisett Conservation Commission vet the roof- 
runoff aspect of his site plan. 

Before the Mattapoisett Zoning Board of Appeals 
voted unanimously to grant Goulston the special permit 
during its February 18 Zoom meeting, revisions to the 
plan were discussed by board members and Building 
Commissioner Andy Bobola, along with representatives 
of the applicant and abutters to the property. 

Attorney Dan Perry and Spencer Lynds of 
Prime Engineering Inc. represented the applicant, and 
Dave Davignon of Schneider, Davignon and Leone Inc. 
represented multiple abutters to the property. 

A main concern, the height of the house, was 
revised to 34 feet, 10 inches. 

As Perry explained on Goulston’s behalf, “We 
agreed with the concurrence of Mr. Bobola and the state 
not to rely on the existing permits and conform the design 
to existing flood-plain standards.” 

Perry felt that the redesign that lowered grade by 
1.5 feet and also lowered the building by 1.5 feet satisfied 
the height concern. He further stated that the new 
site plan moved the drainage system to the side of the 
property. 

“We think we have an application now that is 
satisfactory to the neighbors and consistent with all the 
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requirements,” he stated, hoping to achieve a vote at the 
meeting. 

“It appears to me that [the height requirement] 
has been met,” said Davignon, who asked for clarification 
on the Federal Emergency Management Agency’s 
involvement. “I’m not clear as to what the explanation 
was from Attorney Perry relative to why [the applicant] 
went to FEMA. That was very confusing to me and made 
me think that the plan of record I have before me has 
changed. I’d like a little clarification on that if I could.” 

At Perry’s request, Spencer Lynds of Prime 
Engineering Inc. explained that “The FEMA regulations 
require you not to exceed 2 feet in fill on the property, 
sO we made grading changes to be in line with FEMA 
regulations, and those are reflected on the plan ...” 

To further clarify, Davignon identified the 
site plan before him as dated January 21, 2020. Lynds 
confirmed that one as the plan of record. 

Turning his attention back to the board, Davignon 
pointed out that the pool was not part of the application. 
“In my opinion, the pool with its setbacks would require 
a special permit. Particularly, there’s a deck shown right 
to the rear lot line.... They did not apply for that, so I just 
want to make it clear to the board members that there was 
not a legal ad that was run that included the pool, and 
any approval tonight for the dwelling to be reconstructed 
would not include the pool as a part of that application or 
decision. 

“It may have been approved by [the Conservation 
Commission], but from a zoning perspective, it would 
require its own special permit and evaluation by the 
ZBA.” 

The subject was briefly addressed earlier in the 
discussion by ZBA member Mary Ann Brogan, who was 
reminded by Building Commissioner Andy Bobola that 
the ZBA is “only asked to apply a ‘yes’ or a ‘no’ to the 
construction of a house.” 

Perry acknowledged that the pool might require 
separate permitting. “If the board acts tonight, it can 
reference that issue in its decision,” he said. 

Davignon identified a second issue, roof runoff, 
which is now planned to be directed to a pipe network to 
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the rear of the building and discharged at the point of the 
seawall. “If we could simply request that the ZBA make 
it a condition of approval that this plan be vetted through 
the Conservation Commission, that will be the only way 
to assure that it’s constructed in accordance with the site 
plan,” said Davignon, noting that the process would 
require a new filing or an amendment to the original 
permit. “If the ZBA puts it in there, then they have no 
choice but to do that. We would just be concerned that 
there would be no policing of the pipes being installed 
properly as it’s not really a zoning issue.” 

Perry said the applicant would agree to 
submit the site plan to the Conservation Commission, 
anticipating that it can be handled as an informal 
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amendment to the plan without a new filing. “If you 
simply reference in your decision our obligation (to file 
with ConCom), we’ll comply; we have no objection,” said 
Perry. 

The presence of a swimming pool on the revised 
site plan was also discussed, but Bobola repeated that, 
while the pool is a permitted item subject to inspections, 
its presence on the site plan is not in the purview of the 
ZBA. The decision relates to the plan for the house only, 
not the pool. 

Lot coverage did not change from the former 
plan. 

ZBA members unanimously approved the 
application with the agreed-upon conditions. 
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The next meeting of the Mattapoisett ZBA is 
scheduled for Thursday, March 18, at 7:00 pm. 


Funeral Home Looks for Parking Upgrade 
Mattapoisett Conservation Commission

William Saunders’ good intentions at 50 County 
Road have not panned out as planned over the past 
quarter-century of operation, and to that end, a Notice 
of Intent was filed with the Mattapoisett Conservation 
Commission proposing the replacement of the Saunders- 
Dwyer Mattapoisett Funeral Home’s parking lot and 
a significant upgrade to the stormwater management 
system. 

There was no debate during the commission’s 
February 22 Zoom meeting over the project’s merits, laid 
out in a detailed presentation by representative Dave 
Davignon of Schneider, Davignon, and Leone Inc. The 
concern was brought to bear by southerly neighbors. 

Caty and David Fuerman, who live in the cul de 
sac at the northern end of Pepperbush Lane, don’t want 
to see the buffer between their back yard and the funeral 
home disappear completely. 

“We live south of there and so do our neighbors,” 
said Caty Fuerman. “Part of the construction was a 
barrier.... If there is something that could be done to 
protect the area south...” 

The arborvitaes originally planted overgrew and 
overtook the area, growing up to 25 and 35 feet high. They 
hid the pond, which was not maintained. The Fuermans 
are hoping their removal will not end there. 

The funeral home, located at 50 County Road, has 
been operating with the same parking lot since 1996. Not 
only the parking lot needs replacement, but the retention 
pond that was meant to catch stormwater needs to be 
rehabilitated. 

“The pond holds water most of the year... It’s 
a mosquito magnet; we’re looking to correct that,” said 
Davignon, who indicated that existing stumps will be 
eround down to below grade but will not be excavated so 
as not to destabilize the banks. “The end product will be a 
nice looking pond that will function tremendously better 
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than what it’s doing today.” 

The parking lot has 64 spaces, requiring a 
well-planned drainage system, and Davignon plans a 
deep sump catch basin with a forebay to recharge the 
eroundwater as regulations require. 

The footprints of the parking lot and the pond 
will remain the same. 

ConCom Chairman Mike King praised the two- 
step system, calling it “excellent.” Another member of the 
commission complemented Davignon on his flagging for 
the site visit. 

Given the history of lack of maintenance, the 
Fuermans articulated concern that there is no mechanism 
whereby future maintenance can be ensured. 

“At some level, it’s out of our purview ... but 
knowing the Saunders wanting to be good neighbors ... I 
think that was the original intent of the arborvitaes,” said 
King. 

Davignon suggested that the commission has 
the ability to condition a certificate of compliance, so the 
owner is not required to continue filing permits just to do 
the right thing by providing scheduled maintenance to 
the area. 

“Great idea,” said King. “That will help address 
the concerns brought forth by the Fuermans.” 

ConCom voted to continue the public hearing to 
Monday, March 8. 

In another new case, Tim Dexter filed a 
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Request for Determination of Applicability on behalf 

of the Massachusetts Department of Transportation for 
proposed work at the intersection of Fairhaven Road and 
River Road. 

David Goldstein, the environmental analyst at 
MassDOT, represented Dexter’s application. The timeline 
could see construction begin as early as spring 2022 
and completion as early as fall 2023. “It will depend on 
how many crews we have available. It will require no 
closers or detours. The sidewalk area will be closed,” said 
Goldstein. 

The floor was opened for public comment, 
and Marilou Newell, chairman of the Mattapoisett 
Historical Commission, told ConCom that the Historical 
Commission has a plaque at the Herring Run, and at the 
base of the plaque are commemorative bricks. “So, we 
want to ensure that any work won't involve that area. It 
doesn’t appear as though it will, but if it should, would 
they have to come back with any conditions?” Newell 
specified that she was speaking in the meeting only in 
her role as chairman of the Historical Commission (see 
editor’s note). 

King said the project, filed solely as an RDA, 
is exempt because MassDOT is a state agency and told 
the meeting, “We would anticipate because it’s an RDA, 
issuing a Negative 3 Determination with notice to the 
office prior to the commencement of the work.” 

Goldstein was not aware of the plaque or bricks, 
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but he invited Newell to send him an email highlighting 
the concern, and he, in turn, would forward the email to 
his project manager. “Hopefully, that gets worked down 
the chain when the work begins.” Goldstein stopped 
short of a promise because his involvement will be limited 
when construction takes place. 

As King anticipated, ConCom unanimously voted 
a Negative 3 Determination with notice to the office prior 
to the work’s commencement. 

A Notice of Intent filed by Armand Cortellesso / 
Brandt Point Builders LLC proposing the construction of 
a single-family home on a slab within the 100-foot buffer 
to bordering vegetated wetlands was presented by Al 
Loomis of McKenzie Engineering and, per rules for new 
NOt hearings, voted for a continuance to March 8. 

The NOI filed by Matthew Considine and Alex 
Monreal for landscape improvement at 20 North Street, 
including removing trees inside the buffer zone, was 
presented by Davignon and continued to March 8. 

Three other continued public hearings and a 
request for a certificate of compliance were continued 
without discussion. 

Conservation Agent Liz Leidhold reported that 
ConCom should expect to see a revised plan from Randall 
Lane Solar. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett 
Conservation Commission is scheduled for Monday, 
March 8, at 6:30 pm.

Percy Browne House Faces Uncertain Future 
Marion Historical Commission

The house on the hill is at a crossroads, and it 
will apparently take a groundswell of public support 
to influence its salvation. The Percy Browne House was 
at the center of discussion when the Marion Historical 
Commission met on February 18 via Zoom. 

The commission wants to save the house at 192 
Front Street, which belongs to Tabor Academy. In 2019, 
the prep school by the sea had filed a demolition order 
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to demolish the building, also known as the Tenbrook 
House, but changed course with a November 6, 2019, 
announcement of a delay. The situation has been in limbo 
ever since. 

In order to do accomplish its goal, the commission 
needs to get the school, the town, and its people on the 
house’s side. Education on the matter will be at the center 
of the effort, and the Historical Commission hopes to host 
a Zoom meeting geared toward public awareness. 

Commission Chairperson Meg Steinberg 
suggested a broad audience for such an event, and 
commission member Will Tifft said he would make sure 
a Zoom meeting is promoted by the Sippican Historical 
Society, of which he is president. 





“When I sort of lit the fire the first time around 
this and posted things on Facebook ... many responded,” 
said Tifft, characterizing over 50 responses along the lines 
of “’This is a shame, tell me what I can do.’ Maybe they 
didn’t come to that meeting, but maybe they’re out there.” 

Designed by architect H.H. Richardson and built 
in 1881, the house was purchased by Tabor Academy in 
2008. The building housed faculty, but its deteriorating 
condition prompted the school to plan its demolition in 
favor of campus expansion on the 3-acre parcel behind 
two of the school’s newer dormitories. 

Public outcry led former Headmaster John Quirk 
to announce a delay, albeit with the disclaimer that he 
remained doubtful in a viable option that could satisfy the 
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school’s needs and be financially feasible. Tabor’s original 
plan to demolish the Percy Browne House and expand 
campus facilities had already entered the permitting 
process by October 2019, and the schedule called for 
completion in the early stages of the 2019-20 winter 
season. 

The coronavirus pandemic played a significant 
role in stalling any resumption of the plan in 2020, and 
commission member Bryan McSweeny told the February 
18 meeting that Tabor has said it will not decide the 
fate of the house until it has a new headmaster. That 
appointment is anticipated for July 1. Julie Salit is the 
interim headmaster. 

While Sippican Historical Society is supportive 
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of the effort to save the Percy Browne House, Tifft said its 
members have good relationships with Tabor. “Nobody 
will oppose it; everybody thinks it’s the right thing to do,” 
he said, suggesting a non-profit organization like Historic 
New England might be interested in taking the lead in 
promoting the effort to save the house. 

Alluding to a very long and intense meeting with 
commission members McSweeny and Tifft reviewing 
Phase 1 and 2 completion reports, Steinberg suggested the 
commission do more building surveys in its overall effort 
to identify historical buildings in Marion. 

The first phase of the Community Preservation 
Committee’s 2020 study, started on January 21, on 
Portuguese and Cape Verdian history in Marion, is 
expected to be completed by the end of February. 

The commission received an offer from Laura 
Derderian-O’ Rourke, a semi-retired attorney and 
journalist, to write about the Historical Commission and 
submit an article to area newspapers. Steinberg suggested 
an optimum time for such an article would be in April 
“when we have projects for Town Meeting.” 

Steinberg reported that a Massachusetts Historical 
Commission intern evaluated all of the state’s 351 
websites with historical commissions and ranked them 
low, medium, and high, based on multiple criteria, and 
Marion was rated among the highest of the high. 

The next meeting of the Marion Historical 
Commission is scheduled for Thursday, March 18, at 4:30

Feds Plan to Shrink Shellfishing Areas 
Marion Marine Resources Commission

The Marion Marine Resources Commission 
wants some explanation after hearing that the federal 
government plans to cut down on the spaces allowed for 
shellfishing along the eastern seaboard, including specific 
application to the town’s inner harbor. 

Aquaculture has already been a challenge for 
licensed shellfishermen, between delays relating to the 
coronavirus pandemic and the Board of Selectmen’s recent 
request for an overhaul of Marion’s rules and regulations. 
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S. sioenlle Perry said that the area of the harbor from Black’s 
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of some other options. “It’s just a draft at this point, so I 
want to make sure I have all the language nailed down.” 

In his report, Perry said he is working with 
Malkoski, Town Administrator Jay McGrail, and Building 
Commissioner Scott Shippey and has tentatively set 
March 16 as a date for presentation to the Board of 
Selectmen. Perry said he would provide a frequently- 
asked-questions document, why the facility is needed, 
its revised size, and what has changed since the last 
proposal. 

Perry planned not to wait on petitioning the 
selectmen during their Tuesday meeting to extend the 
three current licenses that are held in good standing by 
one year so as not to hold them up from operation. 

The Island Wharf pump-out shed has been 
rebuilt, but winter weather has stalled aesthetic 
completions. 

Pandemic-related delays have stalled the 
completion of a couple of new 6-by-20-foot floats by a 
month. Perry said they are waiting on hardware from 
a supplier. “They were missed, but ... there was no one 
coming or going that couldn’t tie-up,” he said. 

A pump-out grant of an additional $15,000 for 
calendar year 2022 is likely, according to Perry, with a 
six-month window in which the town can finance the 
replacement of an outboard motor on the pump-out boat. 
Perry said he still intends on taking the original $16,000 
request to Town Meeting, but plans on taking that figure 
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down to $5,000 on Town Meeting floor “once we’re sure” 
the town will receive the $15,000 pump-out grant. 

The Kittansett Club’s apparent interest in a 
potential pier with moorings attached motivated the 
MRC to discuss a commercial mooring moratorium that 
has been in place for the last 30 years. “It’s worth taking 
another look at it,” said Perry. “There’s a lot of interest out 
there.” 

The next meeting of the Marion Marine Resources 
Commission is scheduled for Monday, March 15. 


EMC Relishes Double-Dipping Opportunity 
Marion Energy Management Committee 
By Mick Colageo 

Liz Argo of the Cape & Vineyard Electric 
Cooperative (CVEC) has been educating the Marion 
Energy Management Committee on the ins and outs of 
net-metering credits with Eversource. 

Argo, who is also a private consultant for hire, 
coached up the EMC membership during its February 
22 meeting on an important strategy where it concerns 
deciding on which capital projects to apply net-metering 
credits, and she uncorked a revelation that opens up a 
previously unknown dimension of potential savings. 

Customers who use net-metering, a billing 
subtraction on excess electricity generated by the 
customer’s solar energy system that goes back into the 
utility grid, are only allowed up to a predetermined 
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number of credits. Then their credits are maxed out and 
unavailable going forward. But Eversource, in its interest 
to eliminate a paper trail to every customer, has opted in 
some cases to cash out and pay a town one large check. 
What MRC members learned on February 22 
is that such a cash-out restarts the customer at zero, 
allowing them to restart on net-metering credits. 
Argo told the MRC that CVEC confirmed with 
Eversource by asking if it is possible to take the cash-out 





and also apply credits, thereby getting the discount twice. 


“It is permissible,” she reported. “We have all the memos 
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For example, the Town of Marion had maximized 
its net-metering credits acquired via the Future 
Generation Wind turbines, but Eversource cashed them 
out so Marion can now rebuild its net-metering credits on 
future billing because it is no longer considered maxed 
out thanks to Eversource’s decision to cash them out. 

The permutations, qualifications, details, and 
clauses are confusing enough that even Argo has to 
research and seek updates in this ever-changing energy 
business model. But the news was taken as good, very 
sood, for Marion. 

According to EMC member Bill Saltonstall, net 
metering already provides a 21 percent savings on electric 
bills. Now Marion has potential opportunities to continue 
pending more cash-outs. 

EMC member Jennifer Francis sought clarity and 
asked, “Does this mean we can put solar panels on a flat 
roof and get the credit?” Argo answered, “To a degree; 
you have limited usage.... You have no more credits that 
you can absorb, [then] you are done.” 

Argo further explained that Marion’s Town 
House was on a contract with Eversource to take net- 
metering credits from the capped landfill at the Benson 
Brook Transfer Station. “Now we want to reuse that 
account,” she said. “We're still paying every kilowatt- 
hour. It’s going to go again in a contract for Eversource for 
double-dipping.... There is a limit.” 

EMC Chairman Christian Ingerslev asked if the 
wastewater treatment plant was using substantially more 
power than was in its credit and can the town “just keep 
adding and adding and adding until it’s maxed?” Argo 
answeted yes. 

EMC member Tom Friedman discussed the time 
cycles involved. 

There is strategy involved, and Argo cautioned 
against “stranding,” an overestimation in which a 
customer signs up for more credits than it can take. She 
advised the EMC to match carefully, adding, “Don’t build 
up credits that you can never use.” 

The obvious incentive is to try and become an 
electricity producer, but Argo told the membership, “You 
can sell your power to the grid, but it’s not a fantastically 
rewarding rate.... There is less of an incentive for towns to 
become commercial developers. Rather use it to help the 
town.” 

There is a possibility that Eversource cashes out 
Marion once again. Projects, said Argo, have to be over 
1 megawatt; the capped landfill at Benson Brook would 
qualify. “This is very big news,” she said. 

“This is a big shift. We need to understand better 
what lies ahead,” said Francis, asking if Marion can work 
out a Benson Brook lease that measures the amount 
of power generated rather than a straight lease for the 
developer. Argo said nothing stands in the way and that 
it would not be a big change. However, CVEC is aware of 
all the levers and can advise. 

Saltonstall suggested the town look into a solar 
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array at the Sippican School parking lot, noting that a 
solar grid would affect only 10 percent of the lot. 
“[Canopy solar] is more practical than panels on 


a rooftop that already has a lot of equipment on it and a Seresto collars 


membrane that we have to worry about,” Saltonstall said.

Gertrude Trumbull Burr died peacefully 
at home in her sleep, on Friday, February 
12th, age 97, after a life well-lived. No 
matter how busy, her home was always 
open, and she found time for all. She and 
her husband Carleton Burr (dec. 2003) 
lived their lives surrounded by a very large 
cast of devoted family and friends. 

Gertrude was born and raised in Weston, MA, the 
daughter of Walter Henry Trumbull and Mary Winsor Trum- 
bull. She attended Meadowbrook School, and in a harbinger 
of things to come, was the quarterback of the boys’ football 
team. She graduated from Winsor School in Boston, and then 
Vassar College, majoring in Math and Engineering Physics. 

After graduation in 1944, in the wartime accelerat- 
ed academic program, she worked at M.I.T. in the aerospace 
effort, focused on calculating rocket trajectories. She was the 
only woman amongst 600 other mathematicians, engineers, 
and physicists. 

In 1949, she married Carleton and moved to Matta- 
poisett, MA. Building community and strengthening family 
were their lifelong passions. She was an inspiration to her 
four children and a multitude of family members and friends, 
all the while being instrumental in developing the family 
business, Burr Brothers Boats. The business was a fitting 
continuation of her lifelong love of “messing about in boats”, 
which she had done since childhood sailing her Herreshoff 12, 
“Rosebud”. 

With her indefatigable energy and can-do attitude 
she helped steer the business into novel endeavors, such as 
becoming one of the first boatyards in the country to develop 
a computer system tracking all accounting and operations. Her 
leadership in the industry also led her to become, in the 1970s, 
the first female Board Member of the American Boat Builders 
and Repairers Association (ABBRA), a national trade organi- 
zation. 

For her mentally disabled daughter, Gertrude

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in mind the significant impact school choice has on the 
district’s operating budget. 

“There would be ramifications if the School 
Committee chose not to continue with school choice,” 
Nelson said. “Our budget is offset by projected revenue 
costs,” to the tune of $535,000. “If we chose to go ina 
different direction, the budget subcommittee would have 
to come back together for (lower) revenue projections ...” 

Nelson asked the committee to approve 27 open 
school-choice slots for the 2021-22 school year during the 
school-choice public hearing scheduled for March 24. 
Twenty-four school-choice seniors will exit ORR in 2021 
so Nelson asked to replenish those slots and maintain the 
other three school-choice slots that went unfilled. 

ORR High School Principal Mike Devoll has for 
years considered ORRHS “healthy north of 700 students,” 
and he reinforced that view during the February 17 
meeting. However, he added, “We have the potential to 
dip below that in the coming years.” 

The class of 2021 is one of the largest graduating 
classes at 190 seniors, and the class of 2022 now stands 
at 199. But after that, the student population of those 
subsequent senior graduating classes is only in the 150s 
and 160s, Devoll said. 

“So, we are open for business,” said Devoll, 
advocating for current school-choice levels. 

ORR Junior High School Principal Silas Coellner 
said the junior high had witnessed a decline in school- 
choice students from 26 two school years ago to just 14 
this year. “But our enrollment numbers are also on the 
decline,” he said. The student population of 480 just a 
couple of years ago has leveled off at 415 this year. 

Some committee members asked on behalf of 
their constituents, if enrollment at ORR is declining, 
why not eliminate school choice and reduce the scale 
of programming? Nelson said the administration 
understands the concerns about falling enrollment and 
acknowledges that it could eventually lead to inevitable 
“serious conversations in the future.” Indeed, he said, 
factors like the coronavirus pandemic have affected 
enrollment in unforeseen ways. Still, “We don’t have a 
crystal ball at this point,” Nelson said. And although 
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there has been some degree of discussion internally about 
the topic, Nelson said, “Next year those conversations 

are going to have to intensify, and that (scaling down 
programming and school choice) may be part of the 
conversation.” 

Nonetheless, despite one’s personal opinion of 
school choice, Nelson said, school choice allows the ORR 
School District to keep academic offerings robust, even as 
committee members have historically bemoaned how the 
$5,000 per school-choice student set by the state has not 
increased over the years. Nelson said the revenue from 
school choice does support a more diverse program at 
ORR and maintains it as tri-town enrollment goes down. 
Furthermore, as School Committee member Heather 
Burke explained, it also adds diversity in other essential 
ways. 

“What we really desire these students for is their 
contributions to the schools in any shape or form,” said 
Burke. “We feel like they bring in diversity and a different 
perspective that students who have been raised in just 
the tri-town really benefit from, and we feel like they’ve 
enriched our schools in many ways. So, that extra revenue 
is just a benefit, except the fact that our budget really 
depends on it, which is very unfortunate because that 
is not why we want to welcome these children into our 
schools, historically.” 

Devoll pointed out that while ORRHS gains 
students through school choice, it also loses prospective 
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co-founded a non-profit community home, which became 
LifeStream, Inc. Today Lifestream is an organization with a 
staff of over 500, and it has served thousands of developmen- 
tally disabled people and others facing personal challenges. 

Gertrude’s civic involvements were too many to list. 
She loved working with people and was especially good at 
using her skills to help organizations in which she believed. 
Amongst these were The Garden Club of Buzzards Bay, 

The Unitarian Church of New Bedford, LifeStream, and The 
Rotch-Jones Duff House and Garden Museum. 

Over the years, Gertrude was also a member of 
numerous Clubs, which made for an active sporting and social 
life. She helped run various USTA tennis tournaments and 
managed to collect a closet full of trophies herself. Playing 
well into her 80s, she left opponents impressed not only with 
her play but also with her sportsmanship. She would win with 
such grace that she left everyone smiling. She was a very 
elegant skier, refusing to permanently come down off the 
mountains until nearly ninety years old. Her enthusiasm for 
hopping on board to go sailing continued into her 90s, while 
her rowing prowess lasted nearly to the end. 

Somewhere, she and Carleton are together sailing 
and serving aces. 

She is predeceased by her daughter Eleanor, husband 
Carleton, sisters Hope Moore and Eleanor Lowell, and brother 
Philip Trumbull. She is survived by her brother Walter H. 
Trumbull, her children and their spouses: Toby Burr (Barba- 
ra D. Burr), Cornelia Burr-Tarrant (Thomas A. Tarrant), and 
Walter Trumbull Burr.

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students to vocational and private high schools. “And 
there’s a cost to that, as well,” Devoll said. Part of why 
ORR wants to keep its academic offerings robust is to 
attract students who might attend another school for 
something not otherwise offered at ORR. 

Before switching topics to the FY22 budget, Burke 
reminded the committee that several large-scale housing 
developments are coming to Rochester and Marion “that 
could just change our numbers dramatically.” 

Ahead of the March 2 FY22 budget hearing, 
Nelson wanted to present an overview of the nearly 
$300,000 decrease in its initial budget proposal from 
January 11. Now at $20,261,158, this draft FY22 budget 
excludes several of what the district had previously 
assessed as needs and stakeholder priorities, said Nelson, 
deeming this updated draft a “responsible” budget based 
on student needs, able to provide level but cost-effective 
programming and staffing. 

The details of the FY22 budget will be spelled out 
during the March 2 hearing. Factors such as a reduction 


in state aid, lower than anticipated transportation 
reimbursement, utility cost increases due to COVID-19, 
third-year-teacher contract increases, and the overall fiscal 
climate amidst the pandemic culminated in producing 
what Nelson called “obviously not the easiest” budget 
process. 

As for town assessments, Marion is looking at a 
0.8 percent increase, Mattapoisett a 0.39 percent increase 
and Rochester a 1.19 percent decrease, with each town 
comprising 30.24 percent, 36.91 percent and 32.85 percent 
of the total ORR budget, respectively. 

“T think that our towns should be very thankful 
that we are coming forward with such a reasonable 
budget request,” said Burke. “I don’t think that this 
budget necessarily meets all of the needs of our district, 
but I think that it moves our district forward in the 
key places and maintains our district’s excellence to go 
forward.” 

Burke expressed frustration over the state’s 
response to the current financial needs of education in 
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March 4, 2021 at the Chapman, Cole & Gleason Funer- 
al Home, 2599 Cranberry Hwy., Wareham. Appropriate 
COVID-19 protocol will be observed including the use of face 
masks, social distancing and wait times in line due to tempo- 
rary limited capacity.

The Stylist. Starring Najarra Townsend and Brea 
Grant. Directed by Jill Gevargizian. Running time:

Claire (Najarra Townsend) is a hair stylist, 
and a good one. A loner who lives with a limping 
little dog, her attempts at small talk with her clients 
are a bit awkward, but she’s trusted enough to get a 
wedding-hairdo gig for Olivia (Brea Grant), a hard- 
charging magazine editor. What Olivia doesn’t know 
is that Claire is lonely to the point of psychosis. In 
her basement, Claire keeps an assortment of pretty 
scalps on glass mannequin heads; she tries on each 
one and pretends to be the woman she scalped. The 
Stylist, cowritten and directed by Jill Gevargizian, is 
an expansion of her 2016 short film (you can watch 
the short on YouTube). Here and there the burn is 
slow, but the feature doesn’t feel padded. Claire 
is part Leatherface and part Frank from the gory 
cult horror film Maniac, and almost every frame is 
devoted to her. 

The difference between Gevargizian’s film 
and the recent Saint Maud, which also concerns 
a deeply troubled young woman and her thorny 
relation with the outside world, is that Gevargizian 
is simply a better filmmaker who knows when 
to sprinkle some humor, some humanity, some 
suspense. The Stylist is far-fetched but emotionally 
readable. It’s not going to show us the nuts and 
bolts of how exactly Claire has been getting away 
with her hobby; that part isn’t very important to 
Gevargizian, the disposal of bodies and so forth, not 
to mention how Claire poisons or drugs her victims 
so that she can scalp in peace. We wait uneasily for 
one of the unwilling hair donors to blink awake. 
More than once, Claire finds herself somewhere she 
shouldn’t be, and manages to hide or flee smoothly 
enough that we may wonder how much of her 
nocturnal activity is real.

A lot of this will crumble apart if subjected 
to too much literal scrutiny, so let’s not. Gevargizian 
intends The Stylist as a bloody, wincing metaphor for 
yearning for someone else’s life. A hair stylist herself, 
Gevargizian knows how well-heeled women talk 
to those they consider their servants, even if they 
fancy themselves too liberal to use that word for 
people who, in fact, serve them. Women frequently 
complain to Claire about their cushy but dull lives, 
not knowing they’re talking to someone who would 
gladly take over those lives. Claire never really 
does, though. She doesn’t go out on the town with 
her new identity as a blonde or a brunette; she sits 
in front of a mirror in her basement lair and talks 
to herself, echoing her victims’ dialogue. Even her 
insane method of self-actualization is smothered in 
secrecy — and isolation. 

Claire’s ultimate project would appear to 
be Olivia, though it’s by no means clear that Claire 
would know what to do with Olivia’s life if she 
had it. As the movie approaches Olivia’s wedding, 
we wonder how it will play out; will Claire snap 
out of it and give up her extracurriculars, or will 
Gevargizian jump into the deep end along with 
Claire? That’s the source of most of the suspense 
and dread in The Stylist. Unlike the critically lionized 
Saint Maud, this film is actually about something 
besides the degraded mood of watching a sad 
woman deteriorate beyond help. It seems concerned 
with different strains of resentment — between 
women, and between socioeconomic classes. It 
follows a cracked protagonist without making the 
mistake of excusing her — or condemning her. It’s 
also one hell of a gnarly horror film, and one that has 
no shame whatsoever about that. 
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Massachusetts, which she said has led to funding gaps 
that individual towns must cover.

According to the Department of Children 
and Families annual report, the department provided 
transition services to 2,742 young adults in the foster 
care system in fiscal year 2019. Providing youth exiting 
the foster care system with proper transition services is 
imperial to a path for continued success. Per the Fostering 
Connections to Success and Increasing Adoptions Act of 
2008, the current law in Massachusetts states a transition 
plan must be personally designed within 90 days prior 
to the youth’s emancipation whether age 18 or 22 and 
tailored to the youth’s direct needs. 

The major mission of the Children’s League 
of Massachusetts is to promote the overall welfare of 
children and their families in Massachusetts by directly 
influencing legislation and public policy. The Children’s 
League supports and advocates for children, youth, 
and families by focusing on direct needs and common 
action. One of the current bills the Children’s League is 
sponsoring is Ensuring Positive Transition for At-Risk 
Youth. This bill will mandate all youth in the state’s 
foster care system to be discharged with a detailed, 
written transition plan. This process will begin when the 
youth reach age 14. This ensures there is ample time for 
the youth to transition from the foster care system to a 
successful adulthood. Supporting this bill would have 
a direct impact on Massachusetts young adults exiting 
the foster care system as all programs and services and

Rochester Historical Society 
By Connie Eshbach 

Krakatoa was a small volcanic island in what is 
now Indonesia. As part of the Dutch East Indies, located 
in the ocean about 100 miles from Jakarta, it was the main 
one of three volcanic islands probably created by a major 
eruption around the 5th and 6th centuries. In August 
of 1883, the volcano which made up the main island of 
Krakatoa erupted. Earlier in May, there had been reports 
of tremors, and people claimed to have heard explosions, 
but everyone believed the volcano to be extinct since its 
last eruption in 1680. 

The volcanic eruption occurring on August 
26, 1883, was one of the most devastating in human 
history. More than 36,000 people were killed, most not 
by molten rock or toxic volcanic gases but by the ensuing 
tsunami. The 
explosion was 
so powerful 
that it sent six 
cubic miles of 
rock, ash, and 
debris into the 
atmosphere, 
which caused 
the darkening 
of the sky and 
vivid sunsets 
around the world. 

As interesting as this is, you’re probably 
wondering what it has to do with the Rochester Historical 
Society. There are two connections. First, one of our 
collection items at the museum (pictured here) is a vial of 
ashes from Krakatoa donated by Harold Taylor; however, 
there is no information as to how he came in possession of 
them. If anyone knows anything about that, I would love 
to learn the answer to that question. 

The second connection to the Historical Society 
is that Abraham Holmes, in his memoirs, writes of a day 
that had many Rochester residents believing the end of 
the world was upon them. In a letter to his daughter in

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1836, Holmes wrote that May 19, 1786 (50 years prior to 
his letter) was “that remarkable dark day which arrested 
the attention, the surprise, and the apprehension and fears 
of all the people thro’ the New England States.” 

He recounts that the darkening began on the 
banks of the North River and, by 11:00 am, reached 
Rochester. By noon it was at its height. People lighted 
candles indoors, “cattle came up and laid down where 
they usually spent the night; the Dunghill fowl went 
to roost and the Whip-poor-will sung as usual, as in 
the evening.” Without the scientific knowledge for an 
explanation, the most common reason was that the world 
was ending. 

Interestingly, Holmes’ s date doesn’t line up with 
New England’s “Dark Day,” which occurred on May 19, 
1780, but then all history, especially local history, relies 
on memory and anecdotes as well as facts. Scientists in 
the 2000s believe the “Dark Day,” which stretched from 
Maine to New Jersey, was caused by thick fog and cloud 
cover created by massive wildfires in Canada. They 
determined this by examining tree rings and comparing 
the ring size with related atmospheric or weather events 
of corresponding years.

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The League of Women Voters Southcoast (LWVS) 
has partnered with the LWV Greenwich (Connecticut) on 
a Civics Workshop using a case method approach. 

The case method civics project is a collaboration 
between the Case Method Institute and the League, 
working closely with Harvard Business School Professor 
David Moss. Currently, most students learn history as 
a set narrative, which is analogous to saying everyone 
remembers events the same. 

Yet, history is a collection of historians 
exchanging different analyses of the same event. And 
rather than acquiring history as a set narrative, Professor 
Moss believes American students might be better 
served learning the many “histories” that compose the 
American national story using the case method, that is, a 
participatory discussion-based way of learning that assists 
high school students in gaining skills in critical thinking, 
communication, and group dynamics while preparing for 
active citizenship. 

This spring, the Case Method Institute will again 
invite Leagues across the country to nominate high school 
history, government, and civics teachers to attend its 
free virtual professional development workshop.
